UNITED NATIONS, N.Y., Oct. 
22—The Soviet Union joined .the 
United States, Britain, France 
and Canada today in sponsoring 
a new attempt by the United Na- 
tions to achieve disarmament and 
the prohibition of atomic and hy- 
drogen weapons. 

The decision of the Soviet Union 
to become a cosponsor of the 
Western disarmament resolution 
was taken only after it had in- 
duced the Western powers to 
make several changes in the orig- 
inal draft. 

Furthermore, the resolution is 
entirely procedural, since it 
merely asks the Disarmament 
Commission to revive a_ sub- 
committee that confirmed the 
eight-year-old deadlock when it 
met in London last summer. 


GOOD OMEN 


Soviet cosponsorship of the res- 
olution, however, was regarded 
by most delegates as an encour- 
aging omen for the resumption of 
negotiations. 

After the Soviet decision was 
announced, Jules Moch of France 
reminded the Political and Secu- 
rity Committee of the General 
Assembly that this was the first 
time since 1946 that these five 
powers had joined in submitting 
a resolution.

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Let One Authority 
Build the Hospitals 


Almost everyone agrees that a hos- 
pital is needed in South Fulton County. 
It is a development that must come 
sooner or later. 

There continues to be disagreement, 
however, about when it will be built 
and how it will be operated. There 
should be no arguments on this score 
that cannot be settled amicably with the 
use of a little common sense. 

The proposal that separate authorities 
operate rival hospitals in the county 
would create a most unhealthy situation 
—politically and economically. This 
should be easy for anyone to see. Ac- 
tivities of public hospitals should be co- 
ordinated and each should work in com- 
plete cooperation and harmony with the 
other. Two competing groups would 
work for the good of neither. 

The Fulton-DeKalb Hospital Author- 
ity, which has complete knowledge of all 
the problems involved, is the proper 
agency to handle any further develop- 
ments along that line. And as Chairman 
Hughes Spalding points out, there are 
many more problems than just erecting a 
hospital building. 

A hospital must be staffed and there 
is still a shortage of doctors and nurses. 
There are also few trained hospital ad- 
ministrators, laboratory technicians and 
other hospital personnel. These shortages 
are being made up as training is accele- 
«ated. but there will be difficulty in prop- 
erly staffing the new Grady now under 
construction. 

Everyone knows that the new Grady 
Hospital was the most urgent health need 
in the metropolitan area. They know, too, 
that it took years of planning before it 
even could be started. It still must be 
equipped, staffed and put into operation. 
Haste on a project of this kind can lead 
to tragic mistakes. 

South Fulton should have its hospital 
as soon as possible. But let its planning 
be coordinated with the general health 
program for the entire county and its 
building and operation be entrusted to the 
agency already familiar with all the prob- 
lems involved. 

The Fulton-DeKalb Hospital Author- 
itv has demonstrated its ability to handle 
the problems. It should be entrusted to 
handle any other public hospital projects 
contemplated in the Fulton-DeKalb met- 
ropolitan area. 
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It Is Blessed to Give 
And Bitter to Receive 


What is wrong with the United States? 
Why does the world hate us? Why, par- 
ticularly, do those European nations 
which we have assisted most whole- 
heartedly, despise us? 

Why is it that a nation which goes to 
war, and then, victorious, raises up the 
conquered instead of grinding its heel in 
the face of the beaten, incurs the con- 
tempt of the world? 

There have been many answers, com- 
plicated and profound. And there are the 
usual cliches, like the one about Amer- 
ican tourists abroad overtipping and talk- 
ing too loudly in restaurants. 

Indro Montanelli wondered why the 
Italians, of all people, hated Americans, 
and the Corriere della Sera of Milan pub- 
lished his analysis. His conclusion 1s so 
simple that analysts who insist on com- 
plexity and confused motives won't be- 
lieve it. 

It comes to this: Americans are too 
good for their own good. Americans are 
idealists and altruists. They feel sorrow 
for their enemies. They tax themselves 
to help the people who killed their sons 
and brothers. 

“The real trouble—the great inex- 
plicable crime of the Americans—is that 
they really are better than us Europeans,” 
Signor Montanelli continues. “They are 
better-intentioned, ready to sacrifice the 
individual for the common good, more 
candid, more trustful of others, and ready 
to see the good rather than the bad side 
of things. And all this annoys us hor- 
ribly; it upsets all our criteria, which for 
centuries have trained us to look for evil 
behind the mask of innocence and to op- 
pose it with malice even more subtle and 
perverse.” 

These irritating qualities of the Amer- 
ican character are made even more offen- 
sive because of envy, he writes. ‘We are 
envious of their corned beef and of their 
very childlike innocence and enthusiasm 
indicative of happiness and good health. 
The whole: of Europe is envious of Amer- 
ica, envious of her power, her well-being, 
“6f those thousands of miles of ocean 
which still protect her from the calamities 
to which we are directly exposed. With 
what pleasure even we, who love Amer- 
cans, sometimes find ourselves saying or 
hinking: “With all this modern technical 
progress, not even they, over there, can 
feel tranquil now.’ ” 

All this, Signor Montanelli believes, is 
reason enough for Europe to hate Amer- 
ica. But here is his clincher, the key-

stone in an arch built of the bricks of in- 
feriority, envy and malice: 

Americans love their enemies. And 
what is even more annoying, insist on im- 
proving them, on making their enemies 
kinder to one another, 


»“The benefactor,” states Signor Mon- 
tanelli, “is the most repulsive of human 
creatures, and universally detested, espe- 
cially by those who have received benefits 
from him.” 

Signor Montanelli’s remarkable docu- 
ment won't be appreciated in Italy, for 
even as the benefactor is detested, so is 
the man who makes others see them- 
selves as they are and not as they hope 
they are. 

It will be studied in America with 
interest and read with gratitude. For it is 
a rare thing when the world produces a 
Good Samaritan among nations, and even 
rarer when one of those who were set 
upon by thieves appreciates and is thank- 
ful for the binding up of his wounds. 


All Americans Share 
In Nobel Medical Prize 


Award of the Nobel prize in medicine 
to a team of three American doctors for 
their achievements in the fight against 
polio will be received with gratitude by 
all the American people. 

While the achievements of the doctors 
are great, indeed, they would not have 
been possible except for the support of 
the National Foundation for Infantile 
Paralysis by the American people. In 
that sense, all the latter share in the 
prize. 

That does not, of course, detract from 
the great honor to Dr. John E. Enders, 
Dr. Thomas H. Weller and Dr. Frederick 
C. Robbins. They have provided medical 
science with the tools that will even- 
tually conquer this tragic malady. 

But it is the teamwork between the 
American people and American medicine 
that is conquering polio and a host of 
other diseases. .May this mutual confi- 
dence continue to grow to the benefit of 
all mankind!

Sunday Golfer Has

The Fleming H. Revell publishing house has

Spiritual Recovery’”’ and the author is Dr. Edward L, R. Elson, pastor 
of the National Presbyterian Church of Washington. The book carries 
an introduction by J. Edgar Hoover and the dedication page reads: 


*‘To Dwight David Eisenhower . . 


. who by personal example and 


public utterance is giving testimony to the reality of America’s 


spiritual foundations.’’ 

America has been fortunate to 
have many national leaders whose 
lives have been moulded and 
shaped and whose actions have 
been motivated by their faith in 
God. Dr. Elson describes some- 
thing of the religious life of the 
President. 

Whatever our political affili- 
ations, each of us is, first of all, an 
American, and each of us is more 
concerned with the national wel- 
fare than with the erstwhile suc- 
cess of a particular party at the 
polls. 

And it is true, although we do not 
always admit it, that the Presi- 
dent is the leader, not of a segment 
but of all the people. 

Seldom has there been in the 
White House a man whose personal 
profession of faith in God has been 
as evidently a reality in his whole 
life as we see in President Eisen- 
hower. Again and again, I have 
heard Democrats and Republicans, 
Catholics and Jews and Protestants 
speak of the deepening and heart- 
ening spiritual influence of his 
words. 

Dr. Elson says: ‘‘There’s an all- 
important stimulus behind our 
spiritual awakening: it is found in 
the inspiring leadership of the 
President of the United States. It 


may not be too much to say that 
through his personal conduct and 
expression he has become, in a 
very real sense, the focal point of 
a moral resurgence and spiritual 
awakening of national propor- 
tions.” 

Dr. Elson then describes those 
prayer groups in which our nation- 
al leader participates, the spon- 
taneous inaugural prayer — “my 
little prayer,’’ the President de- 
scribed it — which we all remem- 
ber, his presence in the “family 
pew’ each Sunday when he is in 
Washington. 

“The President’s emphasis has 
given a fresh masculinity to reli- 
gion in general and to prayer in 
particular,”’ the author writes, and 
then adds this challenging word: 
“The harried businessman who 
must have his Sunday. golf must 
-now be- somewhat troubled in con- 
science as he reflects on the Sun- 
day morning activity of an equally 
avid golfer in the White House.” 

America needs an ever-increas 
ing spiritual awakening and needs 
men of every walk and of every 
faith of our fathers to encourage 
others both to lead us according to 
God's will and to help us to follow 
according to God's direction.
